Odd Experience of a Medical Mim- 


•iounry With a. Xative African. 
'•Probably the oddest case within my 


experience was that of Lapiiie, who uiadu 
himself known to me through tbe use ol 
a detached piece of his own skull," said 
a medical missionary on a furlough from 
his work among the heathen. "One 
morning I wcut out to look over the spec- 
imens of real or fancied injury which 
were awaiting treatment. There was 
pretty nearly every kind of tropical dis- 
ease in the outfit from sore finger to 
dropsy. Most of the patients were well 
known to me, but among them was one 
mail whose face was unfamiliar, aud who 
seemed to belong to a different tribe. As 
1 stopped at his place he leaped to his 
feet us actively as a cat, and from some- 
where in his scanty apparel dug up an 
object which he promptly handed to me. 
It was a circular piece of human skull 
as big around as a doll.ir and very near- 
ly as thick. Ou the outer surface some 
one had carefully written in ink the name 
l.apuie. This must be, 1 think, the first 
ease in which a mau has used part of hia 
own skull instead o£ a visiting card. 


"I looked the man over at once to find 


out what the trouble was. He had had 
some sort of a difference of opinion with, 
his chiefs, and as a result of such pre- 
sumption had received a stout clubbing. 
One of the blows had fractured the skull 
and for the time had knocked him out. 
When the old women who looked after 
the science nf medicine among these par- 
ticular heathen got hold of Lapuie, they 
found tluit a part of his skull was loose. 
To snve difficulty they pried the loose 
piece oEE with the blade of a knife, poul- 
ticed up the wound, and let nature do the 
rest. The patient kept the chip of his 
skull and the inscription on it was tha 
work of some passing trader. 


""When the case came under my notice, 


there was scarcely more than the thick- 
ness of a piece of parchment left of th« 
skull over the brain, and the wound had 
practically healed. It turned out that 
Lapuie had made the long journey from 
his distant home to see me because this 
degree of damage troubled him. He had 
the idea that the piece of the skull should 
be set back in place, and he seemed to 
have great confidence in my ability to do 
It. It was a jrreat disappointment to him 
that his skull chip could not be stuck 
bnck. Although I did all that surgical 
science prescribes for the protection ot 
the thin spot in the cranium, my patient 
kept harping on the fear that he might 
lose his fragment of bone, which might 
fall into improper hands and thus play 
the mischief with him. The only way to 
pacify him was to string the chip on a 
copper wire and solder it about his neck."

While He Waa » Reporter. 


"Talking of Artemus "Ward," saicl 


George Hoyt recently, "reminds me of 
several Ward anecdotes. Ward's news- 
paper life was one of laughable advea- 
tnre. He injected his spirit of humor 
into almost everything be did. 


"Ward's first remarkable break oc- 


curred soon af* -r he started to work in 
Cleveland in 1897. J. W. Gray, city ed- 
itor of the paper with which he was 
connmed, gave Artemus an assignment 
on what orwuised to be the leading so- 
cial event of the season. The elite socie- 
ty of the city was to give a concert for 
the benefit of some charitable event at 
Neil ball. Academy of Music. 


"^Vard's copy went in without- being 


passed on. and whea the paper appeared 
Cleveland's Four Hundred were thrown 
into a spasm. Artemus had given a faith- 
ful picture of the event, down to the de- 
scription of the basso, one of Cleveland's 
society young men at the time. 
He 


treated this character as follows: 


*' 'He has a voice of peculiar evenneas 


and symmetry. Unfortunately I cannot 
say much of its musical quality. It is 
a voice which forcibly recalls the rum- 
bling in the bowels of an elephant." 


"In writing .of the violence of a storm 


which swept over the lake \VarJ said: 
'Captain .T. arrived yesterday and said 
that his deck had been swept clean of 
everything by the sea. 
It's a mighty 


good thing for some people that the sea 
can rise up now and then for sweeping 
purposes. It is to be hoped that Captain 
J. will not neglect his decks in the fu- 
ture.' 


"When the captain saw the item, he 


became wrathy and at once sought out 
the perpetrator.- The first person ho met 
on entering the editorial sanctum was 
Artemus. to whom he related his trou- 
bles and asked him if he could tell who 
the author was. 
Without hesitation 


Ward pointed out a young actor, who 
claimed to have been misrepresented and 
who had an errand similar to the cap- 
tain. 


"The sailor at once made for the Thes- 


pian and asked him if he wrote the story. 
The actor promptly denied it, whereupon 
the captain hit him on the cheek, pausing 
only long enough to call him a liar. In- 
stead of turning the other cheek the 
actor swat the sailor in return. 


"Ward, in describing a freight train 


wreck, remarked that only the engineer, 
fireman aud conductor escaped. The list 
of the dead had not yet been received, 
lie failed to state that the three persons 
named were the only ones known to be 
aboard.'"—Baltimore News.

The winter of 1C4C-7 in the colony of: 


Itensselaerswyck was remarkably long 
and severe, the river having closed on 
November and remained frozen for foiu 
months. A very high freshet resulted in 
the spring of 1647, which destroyed a 
number of horses iu their stables, nearly, 
carried away the fort, whieli was located 
on what is now Steamboat square, and 
inflicted considerable other damage in 
the colony. "A certain iish of consider- 
able size, snow white in color, round in 
the body and blowing water out of its 
head," made at the same time his np- 
pearanof, stemming the impetuous flood. 
What it portended "God the Lord only 
knew." All the inhabitants were lost in 
wonder, for '"at the same instant tint 
this fish appear to lib we had the first 
thunder and lightning this year.'1 


In those days of superstition every 


event out of the ordinary was invariably 
credited to supernatural agencies. The 
pjblic astonishment had scarcely sub- 
sided when still another monster of the 
deep, estimated at 40 feet in length, was 
peon, of a brown color, having fins on his 
back aud ejecting water after,the man- 
ner of the first strange visitor, high in 
the air. Some seafaring people "who had 
boon to Greenland'' now pronounced the 
monster a whale. Intelligence was s-hort- 
ly after received that it had grounded on 
an island at the mouth of the Mohawk, 
and the people, whose superstitious fears 
did not always stand in the way of turn- 
ing an hone.st penny, made hns-to to se- 
cure the prize, which was forthwith sub- 
jected to the process of roasting in order 
to extract its oil. 


Though large 'jnantities were obtained, 


yet so grout was the nia^s of blubber the 
river was covered with grease for thioc 
weeks afterward, and the oil market was 
completely glutted. As the fish decayed 
the stench was perceptibly offensive "for 
two 
(.Dutch) mileis to leeward."

Every 
toe of his web feet is held out as straight 
as an arrow, and then nothing retards his 
motion through the water. He will lie 
in this position until every hit of the mo- 
mentum is lost — that is, until he has gone 
as far as the force of tbe kick will send 
him through the water. Then again he 
slowly and carefully draws his legs in 
and repeats the performance.

will notice that in drawing the 


'legs up to his body for a second kick the 
frog recedes a little. This is owing to 
the action of the upper leg on the water, 
and* it corresponds

with 
the 


similar movement on tne part of a man. 
The first thing a fro? does is to give his 
body n good start through the water, and 
he holds himself in such a way that he 
gets the whole value of the stroke.

hut after he has gone two or three feet 
he will begin to swing his hands forward 
or draw np his legs in such fashion that 
they offset the whole value of his work.
